detect in this organism, which, far 
from facilitating a solution of such 
controversbes between states, renders 
them more difficult and more dan- 
gerous.”’ 

Italy is firmly convinced of the 
rightfulness of her position, he said, 
and she asks “nothing better than 
that Greece accept as soon as pos- 
sible her demands for reparation, 
thus ending the present situation.” 

Mussolini said he had been pain- 
fully impressed by the unjust crit- 
iciem directed against Italy by some 
of the American newspapers. 

“American public opinion,” he 
continued, ‘“‘cannot fail to be struck 

by the gravity of the crime com- 
mitted in Greece by the massacre 
of the Italian delegation.” 

Mussolini said he understood that 
political feelings on such occasions 
were “so contradictory and deceiv- 
ing that even such serene _ public 
opinion as America’s, bound as it is 
by a real and deep sympathy towards 
Italy, may be disturb¢d.”” 

Confident of American Support. 

“However,” he said, ‘as I know 
the spirit of fairness in the Ameri- 
Can people, I am certain that the 
negligible misunderstandings which 
have arisen among the American 
public regarding the Italian action 
Will be promptly dissipated. 

“American public opinion will rec- 
Ognize not only Italy’s rights, but 
the perfect correctness of my ac- 
tions in defending them.” 

The people of the United States 
must realize, he added, that the 
country on whose territory’ this 
crime was committed cannot but be 
considered morally, materially and 
politically responsible, not only be- 
cause this is a principle of interna- 

, tional law, universally accepted, but 
because everybody knows of former 
political crimes that have occurred 
in Greece, one of the worst of them 
maining the present Greek Govern- 
ment. 

“Besides, the action of the charac- 
teristic Greek bands that have 
worked particularly on the Greco- 
Albanian frontier is well known. It 
is alsd universally -known that they 
were notoriously encouraged by the 
Greek Government. Athens several] 
times has been warned of the dan- 
gers coming from not checking, if 
not helping, the action of these 
bands. 

“Under these conditions, the re- 
sponsibility of the Greek Govern- 
mént is much graver than that of 
any Government on whose territory 
political crimes have been commit- 
ted.” 

Cites Examples in History. 
Rising from his chair, Premier 

Mussolini continued forcefully: 

“For what can America reproach 
the Italian Government? Any other 
self-respecting Government under 
similar circumstances would have 


done, indeed, likewise, as is proved 


by the numerous examples by ‘the 
history of France, England and 
America herself. : 

“Indeed, the Italian Government 
has emphasized that the action of 
the Conference of Ambassadors 
(whereby the mission headed by Gen. 
Tellini was entrusted with the de- 
of the Greco-Albanian 
frontier) might run parallel to Italy's 
action. 

“The reparations asked § from 
Greece do not exceed the claims 
which are usual in similar cases, so 
that in no country of the whole world 
can they be considered excessive. 

“When we decided upon the o0c- 
cupation of Corfu we made our »b- 
jecta very clear. The Italian Gov- 
ernment proclaimed that the occu- 
pation was merely a pledge that ex- 
cluded any danger of war. It  ce- 
jected the idea of a permanent occu- 
pation, wishing to tranquilize§ the 
world’s public opinion. 

“Many examples exist in history 
of auch occupations and scholars in 
international law agree in acknow!- 
@dging the legitimacy of such meas- 
ures. Unfortunately, although desir 
ing te make aon entirely pacific occu- 
pation, we have to regret the death 
of innocent victims. Interested ner- 
sons have hastened too quick to take 
advantage of these sad circum-
